There are many others, however, who 
are keenly interested in the various optical 
problems and chemical processes, and who 
delight in doing their own developing, 
printing and enlarging, and they are the 
ones who get a heap of enjoyment out of 
it, for the work is truly fascinating and 
educational. 








JRES OF PICTORIAL PHOTOGRAPHY 


‘There is still another, smaller, but ever 
growing group, interested in what is 
termed, for lack of a better designation, 
pictorial photography. 

The Kodak Park Camera Club, which 
now includes in its membership employees 
from the other divisions of the company, 
is largely responsible for the increasing 
interest in pictorial photography in local 
circles. 

The “absolute” and the average ama- 
teur is chiefly interested in a sharply 
focused image, a correct record of the 
subject photographed, without much, if 
any, regard to its merits from an artistic 
standpoint. 

The sharply focused photograph with 
minute detail in evidence has its place in

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many phases of photography, particularly 
in the commercial and scientific branches, 
but such photographs, truthful though 
they may be, can scarcely be deemed 
artistic. 


Almost from the birth of photography, 
persons artistically inclined have felt that 
the camera provided another means for 
true artistic delineation. 


There have been, of course, and still 
are, artists who have decried photography 
as a medium for artistic expression, be- 
cause the process was too mechanical. 
Years ago with the limitations of appa- 
ratus and sensitive material there may 
have been some grounds for such nega- 
tive assertion, but today this does not 
hold good, and we believe that you will 
agree with us upon inspection of the pic- 
tures shown on pages 2, 3 and 4, all 
of which are the work of amateur photog- 
raphers. 


All of the pictures reproduced in con- 
nection with this article were prints eight 
by ten inches, or larger, but this does not 
signify that the original negatives were 
that size. 

Asa matter of fact the great majority of 
such pictures are enlargements from small 
amateur negatives; the process of en- 
larging with the great variety of paper 
textures and surfaces available, permit- 
ting a wide range in artistic interpreta- 
tion. 

Also the process in the hands of the 
practised permits much in the way of 
local treatment of the whole or parts of 
the print to produce finer results than a 
straight enlargement from the negative. 


The enlarging process is simple and 
easily learned, and highly successful re- 
sults can be had from improvised appa- 
ratus, utilizing any Kodak or Brownie of 
the folding type. 

However, this brief story is not in- 
tended to be a discourse on methods or 
processes, but rather to point the way to 
the production of pictures truly artistic 
because of a knowledge of some of the 





simple rules of composition which govern 
the production of pictures by any me- 
dium. 


Naturally before anyone can produce a 
true picture, unless by lucky accident, he 
must know the rules of the game; how to 
select the proper viewpoint, the correct 
arrangement of the objects composing the 
picture, the arrangement and correct 
balancing of lights and shadows. Now 
these requirements may sound a bit 
complicated, and the acquiring of the 
necessary knowledge highly arduous, but 
this is not so as the fundamental rules are 
easily learned, and the putting of them 
into practice serves but to add a new zest 
to picture making. 


Our own standard amateur book, “How 
to Make Good Pictures,” contains excel- 
lent suggestions on composition and ar- 
rangement and will do much to put you 
on the right trail to artistic work. 


The Kodak Office Library possesses 
three standard works, “Pictorial Photog- 
raphy, its Principles and Practice,” “The 
Fine Art of Photography,” and “Essays 
on Art,” by John Burnett. 


The Kodak Park Library also contains 
the above mentioned books, and in addi- 
tion, “Art Principles in Portrait Photog- 
raphy,” “Pictorial Composition and the 
Critical Judgment of Pictures,” and 
“Picture Making by Photography.” 





There are other excellent, works on such 
topics to be had in the public libraries, 
and the current amateur photographic 
journals afford a wealth of artistie pic- 
tures and helpful articles and criticisms. 


The Kodak Park Camera Club holds 
frequent exhibitions of the work of the 
best amateurs, at Kodak Park, and 
through its courtesy, at Kodak Office 
Recreation Room Library. 

If you are interested in increasing your 
enjoyment of amateur picture making, a 
study of the possibilities of its purely 
pictorial side will prove most fascinating, 
and a membership in the aforementioned 
club will be found decidedly helpful.

Dentist: What kind of tooth paste do you use? 
Patient: Never use it; my teeth aren’t loose. 


‘OU probably know that it is necessary 

to clean the teeth daily by scrubbing 

with some good paste or powder. It is not 

possible as yet to lay down a program and 

promise that, if followed, dental work will 

be unnecessary, but certain things can be 

said with a reasonable degree of certainty. 

First—A clean mouth is important to 
good health. 

Second—It is possible for everyone to 
have a clean mouth. 

Third—Daily brushing of the teeth 
with paste or powder, and a yearly or 
half-yearly cleaning by a dentist or dental 
hygienist, will reduce the repair work to a 
minimum and give a clean mouth. 

Many wonderful things have been done 


in the way of providing fairly satisfactory 
artificial devices to replace lost teeth and 
tooth structure, but at best these things 
are only about twenty per cent efficient 
as compared to the teeth given each one 
by Mother Nature. Furthermore, they 
cost a lot and are often painful while being 
installed. If you keep your mouth clean, 
you may be able to postpone buying 
“store teeth.” 

This month the oral hygienists from the 
Rochester Dental Dispensary will pay us 
their annual visit, and employees who de- 
sire it may have their teeth cleaned free of 
charge by giving their name to the nurse 
in the plant Medical Department. First 
come, first served.

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VERY MUCH WORTH WHILE 


HE fifty agencies sharing in the Com- 

munity Chest completed their fiscal 
year March 31st, and while a complete 
record of services performed is not yet. 
available, indications are that the volume 
of work done by these philanthropies will 
exceed that of former years, and that they 
have done their usual splendid work in 
meeting the needs of young and old, the 
crippled, sick and unfortunate. 

The fifty philanthropies will again look 
to the people of Rochester to share in 
their work through their gifts to the Com- 
munity Chest. The campaign this year 
will take place May 17th—24th. Prepa- 
rations for the campaign are already well 
under way. 

‘The Community Chest plan of financing 
the agencies was adopted in Rochester 
after the old system of individual cam- 
paigns had been tried thoroughly and 
found unsatisfactory. If it were not for 
the Chest, citizens of Rochester would be 
confronted with fifty separate appeals a 
year, or almost one a week. The cost of 
these individual, small campaigns ranges 
from 15 per cent to as much as 25 per 


cent of the total amount raised, whilethe 
cost of the Community Chest campaign 
last year was but 214 per cent. 

Fifteen per cent of the amount pledged 
in the 1925 campaign, $1,323,276.43, 
would be $198,491.46; 214 per cent 
would be $29,773.72, the cost of conduct-~ 
ing the 1925 campaign. In other words, 
there was a saving of $168,717.74. This 
sum is more than sufficient to take care of 
the budget requests of the Hillside Home 
for Children, the Rochester Friendly 
Home, Highland Hospital, the Baden 
Street Settlement, the Workers for the 
Blind, and the Rochester Chapter of the 
Red Cross, Thus six important agencies 
could be supported out of the savings 
made possible through the Chest plan. 

Not only this—the Chest plan has mul- 
tiplied the number of persons actively in- 
terested in welfare work in Rochester by 
eighteen, Nine or ten years ago less than 
5,000 persons gave to the welfare agencies. 
Last year 91,404 persons gave. More 
gifts, and in greater amount, have enabled 
the agencies to do more and better work 
for those needing their services. 


COMPENSATION

U NDER the New York State Work- 
men’s Compensation Law, every 
worker in industry coming under the 
Compensation Law is entitled to 6624 per 
cent of his average wages during the 
period of disability, provided the disability 
exceeds seven days. In addition medical 
and hospital attention are provided free of 
charge when required. We have had 
compensation in this state since 1912, and 
in the fiscal year ending June 30, 1925, 
there was paid in compensation alone 
$25,669,380.42. The money to pay this 
compensation is collected from the em- 
ployers, and is not part of a fund collected 
in some mysterious manner by the New 
York State Department of Labor. Your 
employer and every other employer has 
to raise the money to pay his insurance 


carrier, so that injured workers may 
receive compensation. 


The cost of compensation must be 
added by the employer to his product, so 
it follows that compensation is a definite 
figure on which the employer must 
calculate when selling his product. For 
this reason, you and every other purchaser 
of goods manufactured in this state are 
interested in the question of accidents and 
their costs. 


Everyone is interested in the question 
of money and what it will purchase. 
Accidents throw an unnecessary expense 
on industry in this state, and every effort 
must be made by everyone concerned in 
the welfare of his state and country to cut 
down this enormous annual loss.

Rochester, England, is a very ancient 
city, as will be seen from the following 
extract from the Kodak Works Bulletin. 

“Both Rochesters, the elder and the 
younger, can justly claim to have made 
history; but whereas Rochester (Kent) 
may be likened to an old lady thinking 
serenely of a noble past, Rochester (N. Y.) 
looks to the golden future, with the con- 
fident eyes of youth, for the fulfillment of 
her dreams. 





“Old ladies, however, have a charm of 
their own—a quiet and restful influence— 
which is not, and should not be, found in 
youth; so while her youngster across the 
seas carries on, in splendid fashion, 
family name and traditions, Roc! 
sits in her old Kentish home dreaming of 
the past. 

“And what dreams they are! 

“She can recall the day when the people 
round about her were barbarians whose 
only clothing was the skins of animals; 
she remembers distinctly the coming of 
the Romans—a comparatively recent 
event of about 1900 years ago—and will 
tell you that, before they left, Caesar him- 
self wrote that Kent had become ‘the most 
civilized part of Britain.’ She is very 
grateful to the Romans. 

“Then came the Saxons; their visit 
lasted for about 600 years and still more 
progress was made. Their kings drew up 
codes of laws; the revival of Christianity 
which was embraced by King Ethelbert 
about the year 596—helped to bring about 
a better state of affairs. She remembers 
the missionaries, who were sent over by 
Pope Gregory, beginning to build the first 
church in Rochester. She is not quite 
certain when they started building it, but 
she knows that the church was dedicated 
to St. Andrew and that in 604 it was made 
a Bishop's See. 

“She will tell you about the building of 
the Castle in the Norman Period and of 
the people who have been imprisoned 
there. Among these, in 1314, was the 
Queen of Robert Bruce of Scotland, who 
was released after the battle of Bannock- 
burn. 

“Rochester is also very proud of her 
valuable old charters, thirteen of which 
have been granted by the Crown; the first 
in 1189 (Richard I), and the last in 1629 
(Charles I). 

“Indeed there is no end to the stories 
she will tell, nor the treasures she will 
show, to anyone who is interested and 
who likes to hear of old times.” 
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N the average span of life, we consider a 

month a relatively small division of 
time; one month slips into the next be- 
fore we know it, so twelve hundred months 
cannot be considered as marking any 
great lapse of time. 

Yet the last twelve hundred months 
mark perhaps the greatest period of de- 
velopment in our civilization. 

The great New York Central Railroad 
this year celebrates its centennial anni- 
versary, the small beginning of that great 
system, the Mohawk and Hudson, seven- 
teen miles in length, having been chartered 
on April 17, 1826. 

From this seventeen miles of rails, 
which it took five years to lay, has de- 
veloped the entire railroad system of the 
United States, comprising approximately 
250,000 miles, a network of steel covering 
the continent, and reaching practically all 
of the thousands of cities, towns and 
villages of the forty-eight states. 

Without these bands of steel bridging 
the thousands of miles, east, west,north and 
south, bringing our remote coasts close to- 
gether, there would stillexist an American 
frontier, a little known and undeveloped 
interior, and with the inhabited portions 
only along the coasts. 

When John Quincy Adams was elected, 
there was not a mile of railroad on the 
western hemisphere, Men still living can 
recall when Albany, New York, was the 
western terminus of the country's rail- 
roads, 








The telegraph is far less than twelve 
hundred months old, and the telephone 
has just celebrated its fiftieth anniversary, 

One hundred years ago the use of steam 
as a source of power was but in its in- 
fancy, and a speed of forty miles an hour 
was deemed impossible. 

Let us check up just a few of the more 
important inventions of the last twelve 
hundred months and see what they have 
accomplished in the way of progress, con- 
venience and comfort: The air brake, 
telegraph, telephone, typewriter, talking 
machine, electric lamp, trolley car, cash 
register, adding machine, type setting ma- 
chine, the Kodak and transparent film, 
motion pictures, gas engine, aeroplane, 
dirigible balloon, submarine, wireless te- 
legraphy, radio, radium, the x-ray, sewing 
machine, the self-reaping and binding ma- 
chine and the thousands of other success- 
ful applications of the principles govern- 
ing the inventions above mentioned, 

‘Truly we are living in a wonderful age, 
but we have become so accustomed to the 
multitude of marvelous conveniences that 
we are quite apt to overlook the genius 
and hard work that made them possible. 


In view of what has been accomplished 
in the last century, it would seem almost 
presumptuous to deem any achievement 
impossible, even to lifting one’s self by 
one’s boot straps. 





The inventive field is widening instead 
of narrowing, and we can look forward to 
far greater progress in the next twelve 
hundred months.

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THIRTY YEARS FOR FRED 


Fred LaPalm completed thirty years of service at 
State Street on May 5. He became associated with 
the photographic industry in May of 1896, when he 
entered the employ of FA, Brownell, at that time 
owner of the embryo Camera Works. 

Fred, though only twenty-two at the time, was a 
skilled cabinet-maker, a type of artisan in great de- 
mand in the business, because all the cameras were 
made of wood, The transition to the metal type was 
very gradual, and Fred lived and grew up: with this 
camera development. He was associated with the 
experimental work on the old No. 1 Folding Pocket 
Kodak, for instance, and is an authority on all the 
ancient vintages as well as the modern types which 
followed. 

A talk with Mr, LaPalm impresses us again with 
the fact that present working conditions and work- 
ing hours are a vast improvement over what they 
were thirty years ago. Ten hours a day for six days 
was, of course, the favorite weekly schedule, Fred 
did ‘have one ‘advantage, though, in that he was 
boarding right next door on Platt Street and could 
simply tumble out of bed and into the shop on a 
Monday moening. 

In LOLI he was placed in charge of the mechanical 
end of the Repair Department, where he still holds 
sway. This work was originally done at the Camera 
Works, but was moved to Kodak Office in 1913. The 
department has migrated several times since then, 
until now it occupies a large part of the fourth floor 
in the new building, Number 10. 

‘Thirty years isa long time. Such a period of serv- 
ice certainly makes Fred a veteran, but he isn’t old 























by any means, because he built his first camera when 
he was quite youthful.
